Reasons for Allowance

1. Independent claim 1 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for manufacturing 
a particulate titanium dioxide product, comprising a step wherein an amount of sulphate 
in the range of 1-5% by weight, calculated on the basis of the amount of Ti02 in the 
solution, is added into the aqueous solution of the titanium oxychloride. 

2. Independent claim 21 has been allowed because none of the references of 
record teach or suggest a photocatalyst comprising a titanium dioxide product made by 
a process comprising a step wherein an amount of sulphate in the range of 1-5% by 
weight, calculated on the basis of the amount of Ti02 in the solution, is added into the 
aqueous solution of the titanium oxychloride. 
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3. Independent claim 22 has been allowed because none of the references of 
record teach or suggest a photocatalyst comprising a titanium dioxide product made by 
a process comprising a step wherein an amount of sulphate in the range of 1-5% by 
weight, calculated on the basis of the amount of Ti02 in the solution, is added into the 
aqueous solution of the titanium oxychloride.
